The hotel and restaurant owners un- 
derstand the law and they have obeyed 
it in the past, and they will obey it this 
time,“ said Commissioner Rumsey. 

Law Was Not Obeyed. 

Nevertheless in the past the usual for- 
mal announcements that the law would 
be enforced have been more honored in 
the breach than in the observance, and 
while cafe and hotel proprietors insist 
that no liquer will be served this year 
except between midnight Sunday and 1 
a. m. Monday, it is a fact that in the 
past liquor has been sold in many such 
places after 1 o’clock on New Year's 
morning until the demand for it ceased. 

The law requires that bars shall be 
closed all day Sundays, and between 1 
a. m. and 6 a. m. each day. Saloons 
may open at midnight next Sunday, 
just at the dawn of the New Year, but 
under the law they may remain open 
only one hour.

But it does 
not define the relation of these brevet 
Colonels to the militia. 

Another clause says that the militia 
shall be divided into two classes, active 
and reserve. The active militia is the 
organized, uniformed and disciplined 
military force of the State, and the re- 
serve consists of those liable, but not 
serving. It does not indicate the hon- 
orary Colonels are included in either 
class. 

The part of the national defense act 
entitled protection of the uniform,“ 
and forbidding the unauthorized use of 
the army costume, makes a number of 
exceptions. It provides that it shall not 
be construed to interfere with school 
cadet corps, or with Boy Scouts, or with 
military societies of veterans. There is 
even a provision to permit the use of 
the uniform by actors on the stage or 
in moving picture films, while repre- 
senting a military character not tend- 
ing to bring discredit on the army. But 
there is no provision for honorary 
Colonels. 

The law provides that violations shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$300, or imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or both. 

There will still remain a wide range of 
costumes which the Colonels of the 
Gardner administration may adopt. 
They can get some very tasteful effects 
in green or old rose, or they can copy 
the white hussar styles of the musical 
comedy stage.

That is, there must be collective guilt 

in acts of violence directed against the 
safety of the occupant’s forces and con- 
trary to his lawful authority before any 
such punishment as the physical destruc- 
tion of a whole town can be justified. 
Tnat it is inhuman and rarely resorted 
to goes without saying. However, the 
lawfulness of these destructions must be 
tested by the facts if responsibility is 
to be fixed.

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SOMMER QUESTIONED

Action for .$50,000,. 

Architect Is Echo of War 
Relief, Bazar. 


Paul O. Sommer of 3938 Hartford street, 
who is under a common law bond. to 
answer any charge which may be pre- 
ferred against him in connection with 
the affairs of the Holman Paper Box 
Co. of which he was until recently, secre-. 
tary, told.in a deposition filed yesterday 
how he kept the funds of various or- 
ganizations in his own bank account. 

The deposition was taken at the in- 
stance of Frederick H. Widmann, an 
architect, against whom Sommer sev- 
eral months ago filed a slafider suit for 
$50,000 damages, alleging: that Widmann 
had falsely accused him and questioned 
the honesty of his acts as chairman of 
the program and entertainment commit- 
tee of the St. Louis War Relief Bazar. 


Questioned About Collections, 


The bazar was held in the Coliseum 
Oct. 2% to 30, 1915. Widmann was its 
president. Questioned by Julius. D. 
Muench, Widmann's attorney, Sommer 
said he did not remember 3g resolution 
being passed which provided that all 
money collected for the bazar should 
be paid directly to August H. Hoffman. 
He could remember saying that he knew 
he was not to collect any money. He 
took it for granted, he said; that as 
chairman of the Pnogram Committee it 
was his duty to see that money was col- 
lected and turned in. 

Sommer testified that he knew there 
was a provision in the program adver- 
tising contracts that all checks were to 
be made payable to Hoffman. Some 
persons, he said, sent their checks di- 
rect to Hoffman. Others paid the 
‘money to Sommer in cash or gave him 
checks. Some of these were made pay- 
able to Hoffman and some to Otto 
Teichmann, president of the German- 
American Bank. 

Attorney Muench asked Sommer if he 
ever indorsed any of these checks with 
the name of Hoffman or Teichmann. 
Sommer replied that he didn’t know, but 
didn’t think he did. If he did so, he 
said, he turned in all the money, and a 
good deal more.“ 

Gave His Own Money. 

Sommer testified that in a number 
of instances and advertiser would 
agree to pay 85 or $7.50 for an ad- 
vertisement in the souvenir pro- 
gram, but that Sommer would turn 
in $20 or $25, paying the excess out 
of his own pocket. He did this, he 
said, because he wanted his commit- 
tee to make a good showing. “When. 
1 take hold of anything I like to 
make it go good,” he said.

Asked if there was any record to show 
which was his money and which be- 
longed to the funds, Sommer said the 
bank had ho such record, but that he 
kept a private memorandum. 


Held Funds Only a Week. 


Sommer testified that he never held 
funds of the Bazar more than a week 
and that he always had money enough 
in bank to make full payment of the 
funds. 

Asked if he had authority to pledge 
the Bazar to pay taxicab and automobile 
| bills, he. said he had not.. When ques- 
tioned as to a taxicab, bill which was 
sent to President Widmann for payment 
Sommer ‘said that in that instance he 
had pledged the Bazar to pay the bill, 
because he thought he could get a 
cheaper rate that way, though it was un- 
derstood he was to be personally re- 
sponsible for the bill. 

Sommer was asked as to efforts which 
were made td induce him to make a set- 
tlement as chairman of the Program 
Committee. Ile said he received a card 
Asking him to go to Widmann's office 
Nov. 4, 1915, but he telephoned that he 
could not be there on that day, as he 
would be out of the city.. Later, he 
Said, he received another’ message, but it 
was his busy season and he did not 
have time to go. He finally made a re- 
port Dec. 10, 1915. 


Sommer mentioned several advertise- 
ments in the case of which he had raised 
the price and paid the difference out of 
his own pocket. Some advertisements, 
he ‘said, have not yet been paid for.

There were no 
signs of fire in or about the hotel. Coro- 
ner Totten of Dover says. no ashes ad- 
hered to the woman’s skin. Morphey 
had last Miss Green at the hotel 
at 9 o’clock Saturday night. 

Morphey, who conducts the hotel, said 
he was awakened soon after 4 a. m. by 
a pounding on the front door.’ He threw 
on a bathrobe and hastened downstairs 
passing through the dimly. lighted re- 
ception room to the front door. He 
opened the inner door of the vestibule j, 
and, stepping toward the outer door, 
stumbled over Miss Green's body. 

When he failed to get any response 

from the woman he telephoned to a doc- 
tor at Dover. She was sent to Dover 
Hospital in an aptomobile. 
Miss Green had long been known to

This proposal has already been rejected, in- 
‘formally at least, by the entente Powers, which 
have refused to consider any proposal for peace 
or peace negotiations without a definite state- 
ment of terms. 

It embarrasses President Wilson because it ap- 
parently assumes that his note, contrary to its 
explicit declaration, was an effort to obtain a 
‘conference or to open negotiations and gives color 
to the impression that the President is a party 
to the German movement in favor of peace. 

The President's difficulties are increased rather 
than diminished by the note. He cannot with- 
out offense to the British group of belligerents 
act upon Germany's proposal against their ex- 
pressed will. He must disentangle himself from 
any connection with Germany’s special aims or 
desires. He must hold a strictly neutral and 
friendly attitude towards all so far as peace ac- 
tivities are concerned. 

Germany may take other steps supplementary 
to this which will place her peace proposal on 
a better foundation. 

On the other hand, as it stands without com- 
pliance with the President’s suggestion, it may 
have a directly opposite effect. The President 
spoke as the “representative of a neytral nation 
whose interests have been most seriously affected 
by the war and whose concern for its early 
conclusion arises out of a manifest necessity to 
determine how to safeguard these interests if 
the war is to continue.” - 

‘If Germany's step proves to be merely an at- 
tempt, not to obtain a just peace, but to gain 
moral and material advantage in war the Presi- 
dent may be impelled to act from an American 
standpoint to protect American rights and in- 
terests imperilled by war's continuation under the 
desperate and reckless conditions which have 
marked its prosecution to the present time. 

The failure to obtain any satisfaction as to 
peace terms from belligerents will confront the 
United States with the’ necessity of compelling 
war terms which will be endurable to neutrals

In. the report of the committee of the Federal 
Postoffice Department on penumatic tube mail 
service we find several remarkable statements 
with regard to the mail service in St. Louis.

The committee then, without further quotation 
from the St. Louis Postmaster’s letters, -which 
ire included in the report, expresses the flat opin- 
ion “that no material advantage results from the 
use of the pneumatic tube seryice in St. Louis.” 
It makes the additional extrabrdinary statement 
that “there is little or no surface congestion in 
St. Louis and an automobile or other conveyance 
is able to travel rapidly.” It puts the difference 
of time between an automobile and the tube from 
the ‘General Postoffice to the Central Station at 
about seven minutes and from the Central Sta- 
tion to the Bridge Station at three and five- 
sixths minutes. No allowance is made for 
uncertainty of the automobile time on account of 
congestion, weather or disability, none of which 
affect the tube service. . 
in the report is a letter from Postmaster Selph 
directly contradicting the conclusion of the com- 
mittee. If his opinion is worth anything as to 
the value of the pneumatic tube service, it com- 
pletely nullifies the committee’s opinion and re- 
verses its conclusion. Mr. Selph wrote:

Reasons herein mentioned, together with 
probability of congestion attributable to cli- 
matic condjtions upon occasions inevitable in 
connection with surface transportation, pre- 
sent the principal argument favoring continu- 
ance of the tube service at St. Louis, if its. 
continuance is possible at a cost commensu- 
rate with advantages to be derived therefrom. 
Is the impairment of service on 25 cent of 

tube mails, including “important Basten mails 
for delivery in the downtown or busi section 
as well as dispatches of similar matter made on 
close connection in territory contiguous to the 
tubes” of little importance to St. Louis business? 
This 25 per cent is the most important. (It ts 
impossible to measure its value to business men. 
It may and probably does involve enormous busi- 
ness transactions. ; ' 

If the testimony of other postmasters and mail 
conditions in cities threatened with a discontinu- 
ance of tube ce are ignored or misrepre- 
sented as in the case of St, Louis, the report of 
the Department committee is not worth the ink 
and paper it consumed. 

We judge that this is so by the general protest 
of the business men of the threatened cities. The 
mouths of postmasters have been closed, but the 
business men are vociferous in opposition to the 
abolition of the tube service. 

Postmaster-General Burleson seems to. have 
made up his mind in advance that he will econo- 
mize at the expense of the large cities regardless 
of consequences to quick mail service, He wants 
to save on the cities to serve the rural districts 
and is willing to go backward to accomplish his 
purpose, But Congress ought not to ignore the 
needs of the great business centers which serve 
the people of the rural districts.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY'S INCOME. 

It is to be hoped that Governor-elect Gardner 
and the new’ State administration will not lend 
countenance to an insidious campaign against the 
State University which has already found gsup- 
port among politicians of a certain type. The 
intent of the whole movement is to take from 
the school the little of economic freedom it has 
already won, through years of hard fighting, and 
to make it once more wholly dependent upon the 
whims of whatever Legislature may be in power 
and compel it to beg from politicians as a favor 
the support to which it is entitled” by right. 

An effort is under way to replace the present 
collateral inheritance tax, the proceeds from 
which go to the maintenance of the university, by 
a new tax which shall be paid into the general 
revenues. The immediate effect of this. would 
be that all money for the school from this source 
would have to be appropriated biennially by the 
General Assembly. In other words, the institu- 
tion which stands for equal educational oppor- 
tunity for every boy and girl in Missouri, whether 
rich or poor, would have, even more than it does 
now, to go to Jefferson City every two years and 
participate in disgraceful scrambles for money. 

It is unthinkable that the intelligence of our 
great commonwealth would stand for so much of 
reaction. Missouri cannot afford to do less for 
its university; it ought to do more. The institu- 
tion at Columbia is at the head of our public 
school system. In the kindergartens, the grade 
schools and the high schools, the sons and daugh- 
ters of all citizens, regardless of caste or rank 
or financial standing, have equal chances to learn. 
The work ought to be continued at the university. 
There tuition is free and every opportunity is af- 
forded for the poor student to earn his own liv- 
mg expenses. 

That cannot be done unless the State Uni- 
versity is sure of independent financial, support. 
In the first place, it is hard to retain educators 
of the first rank if their tenure of office is un- 
certain and their pay insecure. Missouri ought 
to know tbat by this time. The big colleges of 
the East are filled with men who were developed 
at Columbia and who went away because they 
were unwilling to compromise their own future— 
put it at the disposal of politicians who might or 
might not be in sympathy with them. 

The incoming administration has great and dif- 
ficult problems to solve. It must put Missouri's 
finances on a firm and progressive basis. But it 
must not begin its economies at the wrong place. 
If a new collateral inheritance tax law is nec- 
essary, let it be adopted b all means. But the 
change must not be made at the expense of the 
university. For every dollar of assured revenue 
taken from the university by this means, another 
dollar and more of assured revenue must be pro- 
vided from some other source. We must not go 
backward but forward. The administration 
should provide an income for the university that 
will be both ample and certain.

This propdaal has already been rejected, in- 
formally at least, by the entente Powers, which 
have refused to consider any proposal for peace 
or peace negotiations without a definite state- 
ment of terms. 

It embarrasses President Wilson because it ap- 
parently assumes that his note, contrary to its 
explicit declaration, was an effort to obtain a 
conference or to open negotiations and gives color 
to the impression that the President is a party 
to the German movement in favor of peace. 

The President’s difficulties are increased rather 
than diminished by the note. He cannot with- 
out offense to the British group of belligerents 
act upon Germany’s proposal against their ex- 
pressed will. He must disentangle himself from 
any connection with Germany’s special aims or 
desires. He must hold a strictly neutral and 
friendly attitude towards all so far as peace ac- 
tivities are concerned. 

Germany may take other steps supplementary 
to this which will place her peace proposal on 
a better foundation. 

On the other hand, as it stands without com- 
pliance with the President’s suggestion, it may 
have a directly opposite effect. The President 
spcke as the “representative of a neytral nation 


| whose interests have been most seriously affected 


by the war and whose concern for its early 
conclusion arises out of a manifest necessity to 
determine how to safeguard these interests if 
the war is to continue.” : 

‘If Germany’s step proves to be merely an at- 
tempt, not to obtain a just peace, but to gain 
moral and material advantage in war the Presi- 
dent may be impelled to act from an American 
standpoint to protect American rights and in- 
terests imperilled by war’s continuation under the 
desperate and reckless conditions which have 
marked its prosecution to the present time. 

The failure to obtain any satisfaction as to 
peace terms from belligerents will confront the 
United States with the’ necessity of compelling 
war terms which will be endurable to neutrals

CUTTING DOWN MAIL SERV -CE. 

In the report of the committee of the Federal 
Postoffice Department on penumatic tube mail 
service we find several remarkable statements’ 
with regard to the mail service in St. Louis. The 


report quotes Postmaster Selph as expressing his 


willingness to abandon the service if the depart- 
ment thinks it best and “to develop other means 
of transportation to meet all demands.“ 

The committee then, without further quotation 
from the St. Louis Postmaster’s letters, Which 
ire included in the report, expresses the flat opin- 
ion “that no material advantage results from the 
use of the pneumatic tube service in St. Louis.” 
It makes the additional ex inary statement 
that “there is little or no surface congestion in 
St. Louis and an automobile or other conveyance 
is able to travel rapidly.” It puts the difference 
of time between an automobile and the tube from 
the ‘General Postoffice to the Central Station at 
about seven minutes and from the Central Sta- 
tion to the Bridge Station at three and five- 
sixths minutes. No allowance is made for 
uncertainty of the automobile time on account of 
congestion, weather or n, none of which 
affect the tube service. 

In the report is a letter from Postmaster Selph 
5 contradicting the conclusion of the com- 
mittee. If his opinion is worth anything as to 


bene- the value of the pneumatic tube service, it com- 


pletely nullifies the committee's opinion and re- 


verses its conclusion. Mr. Selph wrote:

Reasons herein r e together with 
probability of congestion bie to cli- 
matic condjtions upon occasions inevitable in 
connection with ‘surface transportation, pre- 
sent the principal argument favoring continu- 
ance of the tube service at St. Louis, if its. 
continuance is possible at a cost conimensu- 
rate with advantages to be derived therefrom. 
Is the impairment of service on 25 cent of 

tube mails, including “important Has mails 
for delivery in the downtown or section 
as well as dispatches of similar matter made on 
close connection in territory contiguous to the 
tubes” of little importance to St. Louis business? 
This 25 per cent is the most important. (It ts 
impossible to measure its value to business men. 
It may and probably does involve enormous busi- 
ness transactions 

If the testimony of other postmasters hail mail 
conditions in cities threatened with a discontinu- 
ance of tube are ignored or misrepre- 
sented as in the case of St, Louis, the report of 
the Department committee is not worth the ink 
and paper it consumed, 

We judge that this is so by the general protest 
of the business men of the threatened cities. The 
mouths of postmasters have been closed, but the 
business men are vociferous in opposition to the 
abolition of the tube service. 

Postmaster-General Burleson seems to. have 
made up his mind in advance that he will econo- 
mize at the expense of the large cities regardless 
of consequences to quick mall service. He wants 
to save on the cities to serve the rural districts 
and is willing to go backward to accomplish his 
purpose, But Congress ought not to ignore the 
needs of the great business centers which serve 
the people of the rural districts.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY'S INCOME, 

It is to be hoped that Governor-elect Gardner 
and the new’ State administration will not lend 
countenance to an insidious campaign against the 
State University’ which has already found sup- 
port among politicians of a certain type. The 
intent of the wnole movement is to take from 
the school the little of economic freedom it has 
already won, through years of hard fighting, and 
to make it once more wholly dependent upon the 
whims of whatever Legislature may be in power 
and compel it to beg from politicians as a favor 
the support to which it is entitled” by fight. 

An effort is under way to replace the present 
collateral inheritance tax, the proceeds from 
which go to the maintenance of the university, by 
a new tax which shall be paid into the general 
revenues. The immediate effect of this. would 
be that all money for the school from this source 
would have te be appropriated biennially by the 
General Assembly. In other words, the institu- 
tion which stands for equal educational oppor- 
tunity for every boy and girl in Missouri, whether 
rich or poor, would have, even more than it does 
now, to go to Jefferson City every two years and 
participate in disgraceful scrambles for money. 

It is unthinkable that the intelligence of our 
great commonwealth would stand for so much of 
reaction. Missouri cannot afford to do less for 
its university; it ought to do more. The institu- 
tion at Columbia is at the head of our public 
school system. In the kindergartens, the grade 
schools and the high schools, the sons and daugh- 
ters of all citizens, regardless of caste or rank 
or financial standing, have equal chances to learn. 
The work ought to be continued at the university. 
There tuition is free and every opportunity is at- 
forded for the poor student to earn his own liv- 
mg expenses. 

That cannot be done unless the State Uni- 
versity is sure of independent financial, support. 
In the first place, it is hard to retain educators 
of the first rank if their tenure of office is un- 
certain and their pay insecure. Missouri ought 
to know that by this time. The big colleges of 
the East art filled with men who were developed 
at Columbia and who went away because they 
were tnwilling to compromise their own future— 
put it at the disposal of politicians who might or 
might not be in sympathy with them. 

The incoming administration has great and dif- 
ficult problems to solve. It must put Missouri’s 
finances on a firm and progressive basis. But it 
must not begin its economies af the wrong place. 
If a new collateral inheritance tax law is nec- 
essary, let it be adopted be all means. But the 
change must not be made at the expense of the 
university. For every dollar of assured revenue 
taken from the university by this means, another 
dollar and more of assured revenue must be pro- 
vided from some other source. We must not go 
backward but forward. The administration 
should provide an income for the university that 
will be both ample and certain.
